We are all conscious of the giaot

There 
is considerable difference of opinion, 
however, as to what is regarded by 
many as an intolerable evil. 
Organized labor is deeply concerned 
regarding the “swift and intense con­ 
centration of the industries” and real­ 
izes that, unless successfully confront­ 
ed by an equal or superior power, 
economic danger anti political subju­ 
gation are in store for all. 
Hut organized labor looks with ap­ 
prehension at the many panaceas anti 
remedies offered by theoriticians to 
curb tilt* growth anti development or 
destroy the combinations of industry. 
We have seen those who knew little of 
statecraft aud less of economics urge 
laws tit “regulate” 
interstate com­ 
merce and laws to “prevent” combina­ 
tions and trusts, aud we have also seen 
that these measures when enacted have 
been the very instruments employed to 
deprive lal)or of the benefit of organiz­ 
ed effort, while at the saute tittie they 
have simply proved incentives to more 
subtly aud surely lubricate the wheels 


capitalist system, when the individual 
employer was the ruler under which 
industry was conducted, the individual 
workmen deemed 
themselves suffi­ 
ciently capable to cope for their rights. 
When industry developed and employ­ 
ers formed companies, the workmen 
formed unions; 
when industry con­ 
centrated into great combinations, the 
workingmen formed their national aud 
international unions.

“Til** concentration of the Industries" 
Is the natural aud legitimate process 
i)f civilization. It becomes “more swift 
iud Intense” as the present form of 
adust ria I activity reaches its climax. 
Competition in th** industrial form is 
pelf destructive; hence the advent of 
the corporate form viz, the union of 
mb vidua Is into corporations, ami next 
the union of individual corporations 
into the trusts. 
The competition of 
corporation against corporation is one 
of tin* causes of industrial depression 
or economic famine. 
Irregularity of 
employment of wageworkers and ma 
J chinery could only be counter! alane* I 
by high wages ami large profits. Com­ 
petition destroys bot ii of these powers 
of endurance. 
The successful organization of capi­ 
tal in a trust form will give more regu­ 
larity of employment to a large class 
of wageworkers, but great hardships 
will come to those not employed in the 
trusts ami failure to all small enter­ 
prises. Til** middle class, small manu­ 
facturers a lid small dealers, will lie 
crushed out or crowded back to wage 
service. This class will be mon* revo­ 
lutionary than tin* present members of 
the wage receiving class. 
All w ag ew o rk ers outside of th** well 
organized ami finaneially strong trade 
union will I*** reduce*! to a lower level 
of wages aud of citizenship. 
J lie po­ 
litical power of the wageworkers will 
be more ami more eliminated, and 
those who give iii* their unions and 
those who neglect to strengthen their 
unions ami all out of union will become 
mere serfs. 
The trades unions have awakened 
the public mind to the danger and ex­ 
pense of industrial warfare and have 
also somewhat awakened the public 
conscience to the ethical aud moral 
as well as the economic conditions of 
the wage system. 
Men liberally edu­ 
cated as to books are beginning to 
study man and his possibilities. These 
new beginners and students are vainly 
seeking to legislate the trust out of ex­ 
istence. This cannot be accomplished 
on the lines proposed. 
Direct legisla­ 
tion against the trust will fail, but in­ 
direct legislation will succeed. 
Transportation aud manufacturing 
corporations were and are subsidize*! 
by tariff and otter taxation laws aud 
by special chartered privileges. 
Cor­ 
porations are a form of co-operation, 
the co-ooeratioa of small capitalists.

of endurance. 
The successful organization of capi­ 
tal in a trust form will giv-* more regu­ 
larity of employment to a large class 
of wageworkers, but great hardships 
will come to those not employed in the 
trusts and failure to all small enter­ 
prises. 
The middle class, small m anu­ 
facturers mfd small dealers, will Im.* 
crushed out or crowded back to wage 
service. 
This class will Im* more revo­ 
lutionary than ihe present members of 
the wage receiving chi--. 
All wageworker?- outside *>l til** well 
organized m d financially strong trade 
union will be reduced to a lower level 
of wages and of citizenship.

Feared. 


GENERAL SEBERT FOR DREYFUS. 


D eclared 
B o rd ereau W as Not W ritte n 
by an A rtille ry D ither, an L anguage 


S h o w e d — T h o u g h t 
D reyfus 
Innocent. 
'O th ers Testified In D reyfus’ Favor. 


R e n n e s , France, Sept. 2.—M. G o d ­ 
frey Cavaiguac, former minister of war, 
returned to Rennes. 
There is much 
speculation respecting the motive for 
his reappearance here. The general con­ 
jecture is that it implies a fresh shuttling 
of the cards of the prosecution. Symp­ 
tom* of despondency have manifested 
themselves in Dreyfusard circles during 
the last few days. 
R e n n e s , France, Sept. 2.—General 
HiDpolyte Sebert, retired, of the marine 
artillery came out boldy for Captain 
Dreyfus at the trial by courtmartial of 
the accused officer. 
He preceded his testimony by saying 
he did not think he ought to withhold 
the evidence he was able to give, as he 
felt it would contribute to the repatria­ 
tion of a judicial error. The general 
then criticised tile bordereau from a 
professional stand, pointing out that the 
writer must have been a low-classed 
man, negotiating directly with a corre­ 
spondent on whose doles he was de­ 
pendent. He said he was probably an 
officer, but certainly not an artillery 
officer, adding that tiffs was proved by 
the employment of expressions an artil­ 
leryman could not have used. 
The witness gave a number of in­ 
stances snowing the den*e ignorance 
displayed in gunnery technicalities by 
the writer of the bordereau, and, amid 
profound silence, General Sebert de­ 
clared that his study of the case had led 
him to the conviction that the bordereau 
could not have been written by an ar­ 
tillery officer nor by an officer belonging 
to a special arm of the service who had 
passed through the polytechnic school. 
[Excitement. J 
General Sebert referred to the satis­ 
faction he felt at knowing that the ex­ 
perts of the highest standing in hand­ 
writing had confirmed his opinion aud 
had disunited M. Bertillon’s assertions, 
saying that on examination he, the wit­ 
ness, had easily found proof of the 
worthlessness of that demonstration. 
[Sensation. J 
“ it is painful for me,” added Gen­ 
eral Sebert, “ to express so severe an 
opinion on the man whose name is 
connected witu the application of the 
anthropometric method which lias done 
the greatest service. But French science 
cannot give its authority to lucubrations 
so pretentious as those M. Bertidon 
brought here. I reassert most emphat­ 
ically that the bordereau was not w rit­ 
ten by an artiilt ry officer, nor by an 
officer who passed through the poly­ 
technic school. 
“ I have been sustained in giving my 
evidence by my firm belief in tile en­ 
tire innocence or Dreyfus, and i am 
glad i have had strength enough to 
bring here the stone which I have to 
lay oil the edifice of repatriation winch 
you are constructing so carefully aud 
conscientiously, while holding aloof 
from outside passions. 
[Excitement.] 
This edifice is a work of appeasement 
and peace which will restore the coun­ 
try to an era of concord aud uniou.” 
[Prolonged excitement. J 
When the session was resumed, at the 
request of M. Igibori, General Sebert 
expressed his opinion of Valerio’s evi­ 
dence in support of M. Bertillou’s sys­ 
tem, saying that in spite of tile latter’s 
talent, he had not succeeded iu convert* 
iug a false theory into a true out*. 
M. Bertillon ar this point exclaimed: 
“I beg leave to speak.” 
Colonel Jouaust asked the prisoner if 
he had anything to say in reply to the 
witness aud the prisoner replied that he 
had not. Then Colonel Jouaust,without 
taking the slightest notice of M. Bertil­ 
lon called the next witness, Major L u­ 
cres of the artillery. 
Major Lucres deposed that he com­ 
manded a field battery, that he knew 
Lreyfus aud ottered him certain in­ 
formation. 
But, he pointed out, Lrey­ 
fus never asked him a question although 
he knew he, tile witness, possessed in­ 
teresting information, notably particu­ 
lars about the liydro-pneumatic brake. 
General Mercier here intervened and 
said that at the time Major Lucros was 
speaking of the Lucros field piece had 
been rejected in favor of tile deport 
cannon, and, he said, Dreyfus, therefore 
could have no object in procuring par­ 
ticulars of the Lucros gun. 
Major Hartman of the artillery ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the author of 
the bordereau did not know what he 
was writing about, since he spoke of the 
“ 120 short" gun when lie meant the 
“ 120 long" gun. 
The major then led 
tile court through a maze of technical 
details about artillery, until Colonel 
Jouaust asked him to refrain from tech­ 
nicalities as far as possible, evidently 
fearing tliht Hartman might 
reveal 
secrets of the service, His evidence was 
directed entirely to show that L reyfus 
was not the author of the bordereau and 
that the artillery information iii it was 
accessible to many officers of all arms in 
tile spring OI lt>94. 
Commissary J:'isclier testified that he 
was charged to investigate the leakage 
of documents at tile gunnery school at 
Bourges and found nothing to incrimi­ 
nate Lreyfus. 
Lieutenant Beruheim testified that Ic 
lent Bsterha/.y documents dealing with 
artillery aud was unable to get then. 
back, and Artillery Lieutenant Brugeiv, 
Who attend 'd a gunnery course 
r 
Chilltops, testified that it was easy tor an 
nut shier to obtain particulars about til 
guns. 
General R get asked to be confronte I 
with the witness aud said the latter 


wrote M. cavaignac, men m unster or 
war, a violent letter of resignation, in 
which he declared it was a dishonor to 
serve in the French army. 
This declaration caused a scene for 
. Lieutenant Brugere, turning to General 
Boget, said: “ I protest against Genera. 
Boget s words. I affirm that I never 
said anv such thing.” 
General Boget then backed down, 
saying: “ Well, that was the general 
sense of the letter ’’ 
Lieutenant Brugere again emphati­ 
cally 
declared General Boget 
was 
wrong. 
Maitre Lfibon, leading counsel for the 
dciense, and Colonel Jouaust agreed 
that the letter should be obtained from 
the ministry of war and read in court.

R e n n e s , France, Sept. 2.—M. G o d ­ 
frey Cavaignac, former minister of war, 
returned to Rennes.

R e n n e s , France, Sept. 2.—General 
HiDiKilyte Sebert, retired, of the marine 
artillery came out boldy for Captain 
Dreyfus at the trial by courtmartial of 
the accused officer. 
He preceded his testimony by saying 
he did not think he ought to withnold 
the evidence In* was able to give, as he 
felt it would contribute to tile repatria­ 
tion of a judicial error.

'Hie witness gave a number of in­ 
stances snowing the dense ignorance 
displayed in gunnery technicalities bv 
tin* writer of the bordereau, and, amid 
profound silence, General Sebert de­ 
clared that his study of the case had led 
him to the conviction that the bordereau 
could not have been written by an ar­ 
tillery officer nor by an officer belonging 
to a special arm of the service who had 
passed through the polytechnic school. 
[Excitement.] 
General Sebert referred to the satis­ 
faction he felt at knowing that the ex­ 
perts of the highest standing in hand­ 
writing had confirmed his opinion and 
had distillled M. Bertillon’s assertions, 
saying that on examination he, the wit­ 
ness, had easily found proof of the 
worthlessness of that demonstration. 
[Sensation. J 
“ it is painful for m e,” added Gen­ 
eral Sebert, “ to express so severe an 
opinion on the man whose name is 
connected witil the application of the 
anthropometric method which has done 
the greatest service. But French science 
cannot give its authority to lucubrations j 
so pretentious as those M. Bertiilon 
brought here. 
I reassert most emphat­ 
ically that tile bordereau was not writ- 
teu by an art lib ry officer, nor ny an 
officer who passed through the poly­ 
technic school. 
“ I have been sustained in giving my 
evidence by my firm belief in the en­ 
tire innocence or Dreyfus, and I am 
glad i have had strength enough to 
bring here the stone which I have to 
lay on the edifice of repatriation which 
you are constructing so carefully aud 
conscientiously, while 
holding aloof 
from outside passions. 
[Excitement.J 
This edifice is a wrork of appeasement 
and peace which wall restore the coun­ 
try to an era of concord and union.” 
[Prolonged excitement. J 
When the session was resumed, at the 
request of 51. Labori, General Sebert 
expressed his opinion of Valerio’s evi­ 
dence in support of M. Bertillou’s sys­ 
tem, saying that iii spite of tile latter’s 
talent, lie had not succeeded in convert­ 
ing a false theory into a true one. 
M. Bertiilon ar this point exclaimed: 
“ I beg leave to speak.”

patch of Aug. 21 makes tile proposed 
concessions expressly conditional upon 
G reat Britain's undertaking uot tv) in ­ 
terfere in the future .affairs of

Transvaal, uot to insist upon a further 
assertion of tile existence of ^suzerainty 
and to agree to arbitration. 
The reply of the imperial government, 
dated Aug. 28. declared that Great Brit­ 
ain considers that the proposals put for­ 
ward as alternative to those of July 31 
assume the adoption in principle of a 
franchise which will uot be hampered 
by conditions im pairing its usefulness 
and whion Anil secure immediate repre­ 
sentation. 
W ith respect to int rventiou, the im ­

Tho firing capabilities of the new 
high powered 6 inch guns designed for 
future ships of tile United States navy 
aud for coast defense batteries have 
Just been determ ined by calculations 
made by Major Jam es M. Ingalls, First 
United States artillery, says the New 
York Post. 
M ajor Ingalls finds that 
one of the new 6 Inch guns can throw 
a projectile a distance of 14.70 miles. 
The greatest range ever obtained hith­ 
erto by a piece of ordnance was 12va 
miles. 
This latter range was recorded 
for a 9.45 inch Krtipp gun. which was 
tired on tile Meppen range in Germany 
in 1892. 
Previous to the Germ an long 
distance shot the record w as held by a 
9.2 inch English gun, which was tired 
at Shoeburyness on the occasion of the 
Jubilee celebration in 1888. 
Major In ­ 
galls* calculations for the new type 0 
Inch gun are based on a muzzle veloc­ 
ity for the projectile of 3,000 foot sec­ 
onds aud a weight of shell of 105 
pounds. 
The guu he lays at an angle 
of elevation of 45 degrees. 
The m axi­ 
mum ordinate, or the culm ination point 
attained by the shell in its flight, is 
30,549 feet. 
In other words, the shell 
attains a height above the muzzle of 
the gun of 30,549 feet. 
The total time 
consumed by tile shell In its flight is 
82.5 seconds. 
Major Ingalls has long been identi­ 
fied with the Artillery School For Offi­ 
cers at Fort Monroe. 
H e is the officer 
who, previous to the firing of the fa­ 
mous Shoeburyness shot In England, 
made the closest calculation as to 
where the shell would fall. 
While 
many foreign officers placed the fall 
of the projectile at points varying from 
1,500 to 3,0(8) yards in rear of where 
the shell actually fell. M ajor (then Gap 
taint Ingalls’ calculation was only 150 
yards short. 
The wonderful part of it 
all is that in working hack with the 
actual atm ospheric data which pre 
vailed at Shoeburyness at the moment 
of tiring Major Ingalls was able to 
place the sh o t. by calculation, practi­ 
cally in the very h o le it made. 
The lime of 82.5 seconds, which M a­ 
jor Ingalls says will be consumed by 
the flight of a 0 inch shell, exceeds by 
12.3 seconds the time occupied by the 
German record shot in 1892. 
The Ger­ 
man shot. in ranging to a distance of 
121 j miles, obtained a m axim um height 
of 21.45U feet. 
The enormous muzzle 
velocity of 3.000 foot seconds, which 
Major Ingalls uses as a basis for his 
calculations, is an actuality which has 
been afforded by the new smokeless 
powder of the United States. 
About 
the best 
velocities obtained abroad 
from 6 inch guns at present are less 
than 2.80b foot seconds. 
The new battleship Maine and her 
sisters. Ohio aud Missouri, will each 
carry sixteen G inch guns. 
The (5 inch 
guns used by the American fleet at 
Manila and which did such excellent 
service there, require for each gun a 
crew of 12 men. 
It is deemed good 
work if one of the old type 6 inch 
guns can m aintain aimed tire at the 
rate of IU, shots per minute. 
General 
Iv speaking, the rate of aimed fire is 
one shot per minute. 
For the new (> 
inch guns a rate of nine shots per 
minute is recorded, and this rate of 
tire lins been secured, it is declared, by 
a gun s crew num bering only four 
men.

Owing to the enormous velocities a f ­ 
forded by the new smokeless powder 
of the United States, the necessity of 
keeping down the weight of navy 
shells in order to insure flatter tr a ­ 
jectories no longer exists, and already 
steps are being made looking to an 
increase in the weight of projectiles 
for a num ber of naval calibers.

what eau be learned, tile new weights j 
will approxim ate closely to those now 
employed by the army. 
The navy 8 j 
inch gun uses a 250 pound shell, tile J 
arm y 8 inch gun a 3(H) pound shell. 
Tile navy 12 inch gun employs an 850 
pound projectile, as com pared with 
1,050 pounds for the arm y 12 inch. 
The advantages afforded by the larger 
shell are greater carrying capacity for 
contained explosive and an increased 
energy of impact on com paratively 
low chandler pressures.

One of the most remarkable features 
of th e’coming universal exhibition at 
Paris will be tile gigantic telescope 
with which astronomers in 1900 and 
succeeding years will explore the heav- 
ens. Hitherto merely vague ideas have 
been formed in regard to this great 
siderostat, which is of such deep inter­ 
est to the scientific world, but the other 
day the writer chanced to meet M. Eu­ 
gene Antoniadi, assistant astronomer 
of the Juvisy observatory, who, with 
great courtesy, placed at the disposal 
of the New York Tribune such facts 
and information as will present a pre­ 
cise and accurate description of this 
marvelous instrument. 
It was at the Initiative of M. Fran- 
coise Delonde. minister plenipotentia­ 
ry in the French diplomatic service 
that a group of amateur astronomers 
decided to devise for tile international 
exhibition an instrument of exception­ 
al dimensions aud power, far exceed­ 
ing anything before attempted. 
With 
this end in view, It was determined to 
give the object glass a diameter of 1.25 
meters, or 49.2 inches—that is, 9.2 inch­ 
es more than that of the celebrated 
Yerkes glass at Williams Bay, Wig., 
and 13.2 inches larger than that of the 
Lick telescope at Mount Hamilton, 
Cal. Iu order to utilize such an aper­ 
ture to the best advantage arid espe­ 
cially to check as far as possible tile 
obnoxious effect of chromatic aberra­ 
tion it was decided not to subordinate, 
as usual, the optical work to mechanic­ 
al difficulties by a reduction of the fo­ 
cal distance, but boldly to give the tube 
the enormous length of 50 meters, or 
nearly 200 feet. 
To mount such uu instrument on an 
ordinary equatorial foot would be prac­ 
tically impossible, for, to say nothing 
of the tremendous weight of Hie tulle 
and the consequent instability aud 
flexures to which it would be ax- 
posed, the dome destined to protect it 
ought to have a diameter of at least 
210 feet, or 72 feet larger than the 
cupola of St. Peter's in Home, and luff 
feet more than the dome of St. Sophia 
at Constantinople. But this is not all. 
Owing to the apparent diurnal swing 
of the heavens around the polar star, 
the dome ought during observation to 
be in constant motion, so as to have 
Its opening always in front of the 
object glass, moving with a velocity of 
53 feet an hour. Tho eyepiece would. 
of course, a lso move at a corresponding 
pace, and it is obvious that tile acro­ 
batic feats the observer would have to 
accomplish 
in order to follow the 
movement of the instrument would 
better suit a vigorous athlete than the 
delicate frame of the man of science. 
These difficulties 
have been sur­ 
mounted by the wise conclusion of tile 
/committee 
to adopt 
the s»derostat 
type of mounting, such as has been 
perfected by the French physicist, M. 
Leon Foucault, a man of remarkable 
mechanical genius. 
M. Antoniadi uses 
the expression 
“perfecter! 
by 
Fou­ 
cault” advisedly, because he points out 
that the principle of the siderostat 
w a s known a hundred y ea rs ago, when 
a clever London optician named Brown 
constructeil “a telescope whose tube 
was always horizontal, and in which 
a plane mirror reflected the image of 
the object to the eyepiece,*' The sider­ 
ostat thus consists of a flat mirror, so 
mounted that when clockwork motion 
is applied to it it will send iii tile same 
fixed direction the rays impinging upon 
it from a lien vealy body 
A telescope 
directed along the reflected beam will 
then enable the observer to scrutinize 
tin* object without troubling himself 
about the motion. 
'I be Axed t ii be of the great Paris re­ 
flector is of st eel, very slightly less 
than 0.1 inch thick and weighs some 21 
tons. 
Its diameter is 59 inches. The 
cylinder is formed of 24 separate parts, 
screwed together, aud rests on eight 
cast iron supports, placed on eight 
stone pillars. In order to facilitate ex­ 
pansion by heat, the supports can glide 
on a system of rails attached to the 
piers. 
There are two object glasses, tile one 
for visual observations, the other being 
reserved for photographic work. Each 
glass weighs I .GOO pounds. 
They are 
both mounted on a trucK gliding along 
a railway, thus allowing of their easy 
transfer in front of the tube. The eye­ 
piece Is also movable on a railway, and 
the focussing is effected by a screw 
GO Inches long, uniting the two tubes. 
Should the mirror of the siderostat not 
perfectly follow the object under scru­ 
tiny, then the corrections in right, as­ 
cension and declination can be made 
without difficulty from the eyepiece 
end by a most ingenious contrivance. 
The siderostat proper, which weighs 
some 45 tons, consists cf a huge brass 
foot, measuring 2G fet-i in length and 
as much iu height and resting ou a 
marble pier. The diameter o f the great 


mirror is 79% Inches, or rather more 
than Cli feet. and its weight, mounting 
included, more than 6% tons. Tt is held 
in equilibrium by a system of levers 
and counterpoises, rolling in a well , 
more than Gi/2 
in diameter, filled j 
with mercury. The mechanical part of 
the instrument was made bv the cele- J 
brated Paris maker. SI. Gautier; the ' 
lenses by M. Mantois. 
It was no easy task to grind and 
polish the surfaces of the colossal mir- 
i"i and of the two object glasses. 
Here now methods had to be devised. 
rip* plane figure of the mirror has 
been obtained by the molar action of 
two flat metallic sliders. 
M. Mantois 
used the same process in grinding the 
object glasses, with this difference, 
however, that, owing to the curved 
surfaces to be given to the lenses, tile 
sliders, instead of being straight, had 
the curvature of the disks. 
The rec­ 
tilineal motion of the system thus 
gave rise to a cylindrical section on 
the glass which, however, in virtue of 
the revolution of the lenses on their 
axis, was transformed into a spherical 
surface. 
The light grasping power of the 
Paris telescope, as compared with that 
of the most powerful instrument now 
in existence (the Yerkes glass) ought 
to be as three is to two. But this will 
not be the case, owing chiefly to the 
presence of the glass mirror of the 
siderostat. Under a vertical incidence, 
mercury itself does not reflect more 
than GT per cent of the incident light, 
aud here lies the gain in favor of the 
Yerkes telescope. The accurate figur­ 
ing, moreover, of disks of such enor­ 
mous size as those of the great French 
telescope is beset with formidable, if 
not quite insuperable, difficulties, aud 
we have some reasons for doubting 
that the optical surfaces will be a suc­ 
cess. 
Another point which will tell 
heavily against the performance of 
the giant will be its rather disadvan­ 
tageous location in the midst of a vast 
industrial city aud at a height of bare­ 
ly l.iU feet above the sea level, con­ 
trasting in these particulars so unfa­ 
vorably with the pure air, serene skies 
aud high altitudes of our great Ameri­ 
can observatories. 
We are apt to for­ 
get too readily that we are actually 
living iu the bottom of a dense aerial 
ocean, in which currents of various 
temperatures and densities are con­ 
tinually streaming in all directions. 
The greater the height we rise above 
the sea level, the clearer the air we 
get, though we can under no circum­ 
stances shake the yoke of atmospheric 
tremors. 
When scanning the heavens 
with the naked eye or an opera glass, 
the obnoxious effect of these undula­ 
tions does not make itself felt. 
But lf 
we take an astronomical telescope of 
three inches aperture and examine 
the physical appearance of a planet 
with it, we will notice that the quality 
of the imago is not always the same 
and that occasionally it is positively 
bad. 
Increasing the aperture, it is found 
that the blurring of the image from at­ 
mospheric instability becomes a more 
ami more frequent phenomenon. With 
an aperture cl 12 inches, good seeing 
is rare. 
The effect is, of course, much 
more nugatory in a 24 inch, the result 
being that with apertures of 30, 36 
and 40 inches there are not five or six 
nights iii a year when tile instrument 
can be advantageously used with its 
highest powers. 
Independently of these considera­ 
tions tile light grasping power of large 
telescopes, which in the hands of men 
like Hall. Barnard aud Burnham led to 
such brilliant discoveries, defeats to 
some extent its own end in case of the 
perception of tine planetary details. 
Here small telescopes compete keenly 
with large ones, for if we refer to the 
history of the discovery of the most 
evanescent planetary markings, such 
as the canals of Mars and the spots on 
Saturn, it is found that they have been 
almost invariably made with telescopes 
whose apertures did not exceed ten 
inches. 
When questioned as to his opinion of 
the results thai may be expected from 
the colossal I’atis tube, M. Antoniadi 
replied: “A careful consideration of all 
the circumstances calinut reasonably 
reader us oversauguine. 
Even suppos­ 
ing I lie surfaces of the glasses to be 
theoretically perfect, which will not 
be the case, we might safely predict 
that it will never show anything very 
ch arb on the moon with a power of 
4,000, which would cut down the dis­ 
tance of our satellite to GO miles, a dis­ 
tance indeed quite different from the 
popular aud sensational fallacy of ‘La 
Lune a un metre!’ 
“There is, however, one point,” con­ 
tinued M. Antoniadi, “in which the 
huge Paris refractor will beat all pre­ 
vious instruments of the kind hitherto 
constructed, and that is its great focal 
length. 
It will enable astronomers to 
take enlarged photographic views of 
the moon at a focus of 22 or 23 inches 
in diameter, and tills will constitute a 
marked progress in the knowledge of 
the topography and physical constitu­ 
tion of our satellite.”

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REPO RT ON ALASKA. 


F a v o r a b l e to S h e e p a n d C a ttle R a is ­ 
i n g o n K a d ia k I sla n d . 
F. V. Coville, one of the botanists of 
the agricultural department, baa just 
returned to Washington after two 
months spent in scientific research in 
Alaska, says the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. 
Mr. Coville was a member of 
the party which E. H. Harriman, the 
railroad magnate of New York, look to 
Alaska. The party left Seattle May 31 
and returned Aug. I. They went on a 
chartered steamer and explored ail the 
islands and western coast of Alaska as 
far north as the Arctic ocean. 
“We gathered an enormous amount 
of material, which will take about a 
year to get in shape for publication,” 
said Mr. Coville, “but one of the most 
interesting facts that I noted is the 
possibility of sheep and cattle raising 
In Alaska, especially sheep raising. On 
Kadiak island, which contains about 
3,000,000 acres, I found that the grass 
grew to the height of two feet and 
would furnish excellent grazing for 
sheep and cattle. 
“The mercury seldom goes below 
zero, and men who live on the Island 
have for years raised small flocks of 
sheep for their own use. and the sheep 
wintered without any other food than 
that which they picked up. The snow­ 
fall not being heavy, tile sheep were 
able to find grazing all winter. 
The 
question of transportation might make 
it impracticable for cattle raising, but 
wool can lie shipped by slow going 
steamers, and I see no reason why en- 
| terprising ranchmen could not raise 


I millions of sheep on Kadiak island and 


I along the coast of the peninsula close

To mount such an instrument on an 
ordinary equatorial foot would be prac­ 
tically impossible, for, to say nothing 
of tile tremendous weight of the tul>e 
and the consequent 
instability aud 
flexures to which 
it 
would be ox- 
posed, the dome destined to protect it 
ought to Ila vc a diameter of at least 
210 feet, or 72 feet larger than the 
cupola of St. Peter's in Home, and luff 
feet more than the dome of St. Sophia 
at Constantinople. 
Hut this is not till. 
Owing to the apparent diurnal swing 
of the heavens around the polar star, 
the dome ought during observation to 
be iii constant motion, so as to have 
Its opening always iii front of the 
object gist ss, moving with ii velocity of 
53 feet an hour. The eyepiece would, 
of course, also move at ti corresponding 
pace, and it is obvious that tile acro­ 
batic feats I lie observer would have to 
accomplish

better suit a vigorous athlete than the 
delicate frame of tile man of science.

type of mounting, such as bas been 
perfected by the French physicist, M. 
Leon Foucault, a man of remarkable 
mocha uion I genius. 
M. Antouiadi uses 
the 
expression 
“perfected 
by 
Fou­ 
cault” advisedly, because he points out 
that the principle of the siderostat 
was known a hundred years ago, when 
a clever London optician named Frown 
constructed "a telescope whose tube 
was always horizontal, and in which 
a plain' mirror reflected the image of 
the object to the eyepiece.” Tile sider­ 
ostat thus consists of a flat mirror, so 
mounted that when clockwork motion 
is applied to it it will send in the same 
fixed direction the rays impinging upon 
it from a heavenly body 
A telescope 
directed along the reflected beam will 
tlit'ii enable the observer to scrutinize 
the object without troubling himself 
abc ;; the motion. 
Tho Axed tulle of tin* great Paris re­ 
flector is til 
steel, v ery slightly less 
than 0.1 inch th ick and weighs some 21 
tons, 
its diameter is 50 inches. The 
cylinder is formed of 24 separate parts, 
screwed together, and rests on eight 
cast iron supports, placed on eight 
stone pillars. In order to facilitate ex­ 
pansion by beat, the supports can glide 
on a system of rails attached to the 
piers. 
There are two object glasses, the one 
for visual observations, the other being 
reserved for photographic work. Each 
glass weighs 1,000 pounds. 
They are 
both mounted on a truck gliding along 
a railway, thus allowing of their easy 
transfer in front of the tube. The eye­ 
piece is also movable on a railway, and 
the focussing is effected by a screw’ 
GO inches long, uniting the two tubes. 
Should the mirror of the siderostat not 
perfectly follow the object under scru­ 
tiny, then the corrections In right, as­ 
cension and declination can be made 
without difficulty from the eyepiece 
end by a most ingenious contrivance. 
The siderostat proper, which weighs 
some 45 tons, consists cf a huge brass 
foot, measuring 2G fec-i in length and 
as much in height and resting on a 
marble pier. The diameter of the great 


mirror is 
Inches, or rather more 
than <V j feet, and its weight, mounting 
inch!'! d. more than 
tons. It is held 
in eijuilibrium by a system of levers 
and counterpoises, rolling in a Well 
more than GF, fem in diameter, filled 
wit!) mercury. The mechanical part of 
the instrument was made by tile cele­ 
brated Paris maker. M. Gautier; the 
lenses by M. Mantois. 
It was no easy task to grind and 
polish the surfaces of the colossal mir 
mr and of the two object glasses. 
Here now methods had to be devised. 
Tip* plane figure of the mirror ba* 
been obtained by the molar action of 
two flat meta Hie sliders. 
M. Mantois 
Used the same process in grinding the 
object glasses, wit Ii this difference, 
however, that, owing to the curved 
surfaces to Im* given to the lenses, the 
sliders, instead of being straight, had 
the curvature of the disks. 
The rec­ 
tilineal motion of the system thus 
gave rise to a cylindrical section on 
the glass which, however, in virtue of 
the revolution of the lenses on their 
axis, was transformed iuto a spherical 
surface. 
The light grasping power of the 
Paris telescope, as compared with that 
of the most powerful instrument now 
In existence (the Yerkes glass) ought 
to be as three is to two. 
But this will 
not be the case, owing chiefly to the 
presence of the glass mirror of the 
siderostat. Under a vertical incidence, 
mercury itself does not reflect more 
than GT per cent of the incident light, 
uud here lies tile gain in favor of the 
Yerkes telescope. 
The accurate figur­ 
ing, moreover, of disks of such enor­ 
mous size as those of the great French 
telescope is beset with formidable, if 
not quite insuperable, difficulties, and 
we have some reasons for doubting 
that the optical surfaces will he a suc­ 
cess. 
Another point which will tell 
heavily against the performance of 
the giant will he its rather disadvan­ 
tageous location la the midst of u vast 
industrial city and at a height of bare­ 
ly 150 feet above the sea level, con­ 
trasting in these particulars so unfa­ 
vorably with the pure air, serene skies 
and high altitudes of our great Ameri­ 
can observatories. 
We are apt to for­ 
get too readily that we are actually 
living in tile bottom of a dense aerial 
ocean, in which currents of various 
temperatures and densities ore con­ 
tinually streaming iii all directions. 
The greater the height we rise above 
the sea level, the clearer the air we 
get, though we can under no circum­ 
stances shake* the yoke of atmospheric 
tremors. 
When scanning the heavens 
with the naked eye or an opera glass, 
the obnoxious effect of these undula­ 
tions docs not make itself felt. 
Hut if 
we take an astronomical telescope of 
three inches aperture and examine 
the physical appearance of a planet 
with it. we will notice that the quality 
of the image is not always the same 
and that occasionally it is positively 
bad. 
Increasing the aperture, it is found 1 
that the blurring of the Image from at- j 
mospheric instability becomes a more j 
and more frequent phenomenon. With j 
nu aperture of 12 inches, good seeing 
is rare. 
The effect is, of course, much 
more nugatory in a 24 inch, the result 
being that with apertures of 30, 36 j 
and 40 indies there are not five or six 
nights in a year when the instrument 
can bo advantageously used with its j 
highest powers. 
Independently 
of these considera­ 
tions the light grasping power of large 
telescopes, which in the hands of men 
like Hall, Barnard and Burnham led to 
such brilliant discoveries, defeats to 
some extent its own end in case of the j 
perception of fine planetary details. I 
Here small telescopes compete keenly 
with large ones, for if we refer to the 
history of the discovery of the most 
evanescent planetary markings, such 
as the canals of Mars and the spots on 
.saturn, it is found that they have been 
almost invariably made with telescopes 
whose apertures did not exceed ten 
inches. 
When questioned as to his opinion of 
the results thai may he expected from 
the c o lo s s a l Paris tube, M. Antouiadi 
rep lied : “ A careful consideration of all 
the circumstances cannot reasonably 
render us oversanguiue. 
Even suppos­ 
ing tile surfaces of the glasses to be 
theoretically perfect, which will not 
be the case, we might safely predict 
that it will never show anything very 
clearly on tile moon with a power of 
4.UOO, which would cut down the dis 
lance of our satellite to GO miles, a dis­ 
tance indeed quite different from the 
popular aud sensational fallacy of ‘La 
Lime a un metre!’ 
“There is, however, one point,” con­ 
tinued M. Antouiadi, “in which the 
huge Paris refractor will beat all pre­ 
vious instruments of the kind hitherto 
constructed, and that is its great focal 
length. 
It will enable astronomers to 
take enlarged photographic views of 
the moon at a focus of 22 or 23 inches 
in diameter, and this will constitute a 
marked progress in the knowledge of 
tile topography and physical constitu­ 
tion of our satellite.”

F. V. Covtlle, one of the botanists of 
the agricultural department, lias Just 
returned 
to 
Washington 
after 
two 
mouths spent in scientific research in 
Alaska, says the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. 
Mr. Co Ville was a member of 
the party which E. H. Harriman, the 
railroad magnate of New York, took to 
Alaska. The party left Seattle May 31 
and returned Aug. I. They went on a 
chaneled steamer and explored all the 
islands and western coast of Alaska as 
far north as the Arctic ocean. 
“We gathered an enormous amount 
of material, which will take about a 
year to get in shape for publication,” 
said Mr. Co Ville, “but one of the most 
interesting facts that I noted Is the 
possibility of sheep and cattle raising 
In Alaska, especially sheep raising. On 
Kadiak island, which contains about 
8,000,000 acres, I found that the grass 
grew’ to the height of two feet aud 
would furnish excellent grazing for 
sheep and cattle. 
“The mercury seldom goes below 
zero, and men who live on tile island 
have for years raised small flocks of 
sheep for their own use, and the sheep 
wintered without any other food than 
that which they picked up. The snow- 
fall not being heavy, the sheep were 
able to find grazing all winter. 
The 
question of transportation might make 
it impracticable for cattle raising, Hut 
wool can be shipped by slow going 
steamers, and I see no reason wily en­ 
terprising ranchmen could not raise 
millions of sheep on Kadiak island ami 
along the coast of tile peninsula close 
to tile island, for there are miles of tile 
coast line of the peninsula where the 
grazing is as luxuriant as on our west­ 
ern farms.”

\\ lather considered from a pafrtotk 
t,r < oiuniiT' ial standpoint or both, the 
ei-ming Dewey celebration will be the 
greatest event of the kind in New 
York city. if not in the country. 
Be­ 


fore it even tho great triumphal home 
comings of the Roman conquerors of 
historic times will pale into insignifi­ 
cance, says the New York Herald. 
While Scipio and Caesar and Augus­ 
tus and the rest of that group dazzled 
their countrymen on their return from 
victorious wars with long retinues of 
hostages, slaves and captured leaders 
of tile so called barbarians whose col­ 
ors they had lowered, and Rome held 
games and feasts in honor of their 
proud achievements, yet the old timers 
bad little conception of the splendor 
and brilliance which mark in modern 
times the ovations a great nation 
gives its heroes. 
In the case of Ad­ 
miral Dewey, judging from the elab­ 
orate preparations now being rushed 
to completion in New York city espe­ 
cially. even the great Washington cen­ 
tennial inauguration celebration of a 
decade ago will be, in point of bril­ 
liance and splendor, as tile flickering 
light of a candle to the dazzling efful­ 
gence of incandescent lamps. 
l'he Washington centennial, which 
has hitherto held the palm for cele­ 
brations of this kind, was estimated to 
have cost about $2,000,000 in round 
numbers. 
A decorator who lins been 
actively engaged in business in New 
York for a quarter of a century said 
the other day that, in his opinion, the 
expenditures in New York alone for 
decorations by day, illuminations by 
night and festivities in general in hon­ 
or of the hero of Manila bay will easi­ 
ly be three times as much, or $0,000,- 
000. 
"No such enthusiasm iu this re­ 
spect,” he said, ‘‘has ever been arous­ 
ed. 
The $150,000 that the city will 
spend officially is a mere bit in com­ 
parison with the aggregate that pri­ 
vate citizens and corporations will lay 
out in honor of the admiral. 
Every 
decorating establishment in the city 
is simply overwhelmed with orders 
for work for tile occasion. 
The un­ 
usual feature this year is that til** 
decorations of private houses, office 
buildings, 
hotels, 
clubs 
aud 
even 
churches will be practically unlimited. 
Hitherto it lias been customary to 
decorate 
only 
such 
dwellings 
and 
places cf business as were on the line 
of parade. Theft* will be no such lim­ 
itation lins year, aud not only will 
buildings be decorated all over the 
city proper, but all the boroughs are 
making preparations that would have 
been the case if each one of them, and 
not Manhattan, was to be the special 
theater of the great event. 
“Orders for decorating stores, offices 
and dwellings, moreover, are being 
given with unheard of prodigality. 
The 
prosperity 
which 
everybody 
seems to be enjoying is apparently a 
great factor in the patriotic desires 
of the people generally to show their 
pride in the achievements of Dewey 
and his men and ships. 
It looks to 
tis in the business of decorating as if 
the event will create a high water 
mark that will stand for many genera­ 
tions.” 
The largest sums will probably be 
spent by the big insurance companies, 
hotels and clubs. 
Some of these will 
expend 
$10,000 
for 
dressing 
their 
buildings from roof to basement in 
such gala garb as they have never be­ 
fore worn. 
The range will extend 
down to probably about $25 for deco­ 
rating doorways, but the great bulk of 
the $0.000,(MIO estimate will undoubt­ 
edly be spent in even smaller sums 
for draping in the national colors and 
ct! cr ornamentation of private dwell 
lugs. 
Such a groat demand has had a strik 
” g effect already on the prices of ma­ 
terials used for decorative purposes. 
Bunting and turkey red and blue, for 
in'lance, have already gone up about 
per cent, and are advancing daily. 
-Ultii, it is expected, the present price's 
Will perhaps be doubled. As yet tin* 
i■‘‘ice of flags, small, medium and large, 
has not risen quite so fast, but the de- 
1 * a lid has not yet set in, except on 
T-he part of the foresighted, who. how 
*v,r, are always the smallest portion 
°f the groat body of citizens. The 
majority will wait until the last few 
Weeks to supply themselves, and the 
rush w ill then be so great that makers 
“f emblems will have to keep their far 
tulles running day aud night, paying 
‘bauble wages for overtime labor, and 
thus being compelled to advance their 
I ces accordingly. 
‘vS to bunting and turkey red aud 
I I ie, which are the materials most 
uurgely used among woven or other 
textile goods, it is estimated that at 
led^t 20.000.000 yards will be used, at 


an average cost of 20 cents a yard. 
the total valuation therefore reaching 
the startling amount of $4.000.oon 
Dealers, of course, have already stock 
cd up largely, but the bunting houses 
in the dry goods district are still rush 
cd with orders, many storekeepers in 
various parts of the greater city hav 
tug decided, for the time being at 
least, to add these wares to their stock. 
Orders are now being placed for 
these goods in rolls and pieces by 
stores that never before handled them 
—grocery, crockery, hardware, toy and 
other such 
retail establishments in 
Staten Island, Brooklyn, the Bronx, 
Westchester, Jersey City, 
Hoboken, 
Newark aud Long Island, not to men­ 
tion Manhattan, 
rim s the mills down 
east are being kept unusually busy, 
every loom being at work. Forty yard 
rolls of 18 inch bunting that sold be­ 
fore the war with Spain for $4 are now 
bringing $0. Early in the war the price 
rose to $12. and the trade would uot 
be surprised if that figure should be 
reached on this ot fusion. During the 
war many persons who had never 
made a flag in their life went into the 
business. 
A large portion of them 
made money, so great was the demand 
for flags, but many found themselves 
with big stocks of bunting on their 
hands after the extraordinary demand 
ceased for which there was practically 
no market. These had to be closed 
out at job lot prices, and dealers and 
decorators who have constant use for 
bunting gobbled them up at figures 
which mean a rich harvest for them 
now. 
“Of course,” explained the decorator 
quoted, *‘l do not mean that the ‘20,- 
000,000 yards that will be used in the 
Dewey 
celebration will be all new 
bunting and turkey red and blue, f o r a 
great part of the decorations will be 
rented by decorators out of stock. 
However, the new material will be of 
enormous quantity, and all of domestic 
manufacture at that. 
The demand is 
such that many yards of bunting and 
every flag now in the stock of deco­ 
rators will be used, and the require­ 
ments for new cloth are so extensixe 
that I for one expect that prices will 
go even higher than they were at any 
time during the war.” 
The fireworks trade is not less ac­ 
tive. 
Dealers declare that conditions 
promise to he as lively as on the 
Fourth of July. 
The small boy, ap­ 
parently, intends to have just as much 
fun and make just as much noise 
when Dewey comes home as on the 
anniversary of the nation’s birth. Toy 
stores are clamoring for Dewey can­ 
non, 
Dewey 
crackers 
and 
Dewey 
everything else in the Fourth of July 
catalogue of Young America. 
The 
only regret tile wholesalers feel is that 
they did not foresee this big demand 
for such goods, and they will ap­ 
parently be cleaned out of their stocks 
before Dewey day arrives. 
Lithographers and others who print 
and paint portraits are also reaping a 
harvest. 
Thousands upon thousands 
of likenesses of tho admiral are being 
run off. 
It seems that enough are be 
ing provided to enable every man, wo 
man and child of (treater New* York 
to have one. 
Street venders will be 
supplied with a great variety of arti­ 
cles—buttons. handkerchief flags, ban­ 
ners, tin hums, pictures aud a whole 
lot of other things too numerous to 
mention while carpenters will have 
their hands full building public and 
private stands, which will be many 
times more numerous than on any 
previous 
occasion. 
The 
advertising 
schemes, in the form of programmes, 
pamphlets and the like, are not to be 
forgotten, and the printing trades will 
also be benefited. 
When 
it is considered, moreover, 
that vast throngs of excursionists will 
pour into the city from all over the 
country, spending in the aggregate an 
immense sum for hotel accommoda­ 
tions and the like, it is readily seen 
that from the commercial standpoint 
the city will he an immense gainer 
from the coming Dewey celebration.

H arry A. Armstrong, the Chicago 
Record’s Manila correspondent, writing 
under date of July 13, describes Lieu­ 
tenant Ara L. Reeves’ encounter with 
a boloman as follows: 
Lieutenant Ara L. Reeves lies in the 
hospital now, and his wife sits beside 
him. His foot is done up in bandages, 
one hand is bandaged also, and he has 
a strip of adhesive plaster ou his 
face. The lieutenant is a victim of the 
boloman aud is about the first one 
who has lived to tell the tale. And he 
can best tell tfiat tale. 
“Our company of the Seventeenth 
infantry has the hardest station there 
is at San Fernando,” he said to me. 
“We have shooting there almost every 
night. Not tiring to be replied to, but 
enough to keep us sure of the fact 
that the insurgents are there aud that 
they would come at us if they were 
not watched like a hawk. So, you see. 
we have to be very careful about the 
disposition of our outposts, and we 
have to know that all is well. 
“I suppose every man in charge of 
a company—mine is I) company—visits 
his outposts every night. 
I have been 
in charge of that company for some 
time, and I assure you there never has 
a night passed that I have not been 
fully informed by observation as to 
the situation. This thing happened 
night before last. 
It was dark, and 
raining 
too. The walking was not 
good, as you may be sure, with all the 
rain, and I was pickng my way along 
as best I could. All a t once I saw a 
shadowy 
form 
before 
me. 
There 
wasn’t any parleying either. I could 
see that it was a man and felt rather 
than saw that he was a boloman.” 
Mrs. Reeves here said something, 
and the lieutenant smiled. “You see,” 
he said, turning on his pillow so that 
he could look at me without effort, 
“she is gettiug to he a regular tire 
eater, but I don’t believe she is half 
as bloodthirsty as she talks. 
I do 
thiuk I hit the fellow, but there is no 
way to prove it. 
“Well, I was on the defensive in an 
instant, but did not have time to draw 
my revolver before he made a lunge 
at me aud was within arm ’s length. 
I believed that he had a knife in oue 
hand. I was sure he had a revolver, 
for he fired point blank at me, and I 
don’t see why ho did not get me. I 
felt the charge pass my face. 
But 
they say that 'a miss is as good as a 
mile.’ At any rate, things were hap­ 
pening at such a pace that I didn’t 
think much about it then. 
What I dill 
realize was that I must get hold of 
his hands, aud quick too. 
He cut me 
a little on the face”—the lieutenant 
jerked his thumb toward the plaster 
on his cheek—“and then I caught his 
arm. He struck me on the wrist with 
the hand which held the revolver, and 
with my left hand I caught his right. 
I was holding his hands, but he had 
the revolver and knife. I was holding 
his knife above my head, with the re­ 
volver hand down, and trying to throw 
him over backward. 
“We 
were 
whirling 
around 
and 
around like madmen at a waltz when 
he began to fire. He was trying to hit 
me in the stomach—and It would have 
been all day with me if he had—but I 
kept his hand where he would have to 
sjioot toward the ground. I felt a 
bullet go into my foot and then felt 
another strike almost in the same 
place. That was three shot 
;'rom his 
revolver, counting the one he fired at 
me when we first came together. I 
was counting these shots, and when 
lie had spent two more, one of which 
cut through my boot leg ami nipped my 
shin, I was pretty sure that he could 
not shoot again. 
“Then It was that he cut me on the 
hand. 
IL* could not stab, and so he 
worked the blade of the knife across 
the back of my wrist. 
I can assure 
you that it was anything but pleasant, 
that little performance, and presently 
I thought he would cut himself loose. 
Then I began to force the fighting. 
I 
could not stand on my wounded foot, 
lint I could ii'** the knee. 
I proceeded 
to punch him in the stomach with it.

away from me,

and let g<> his hands, both at once, 
and he was bowled over into a bunch 
of banana plants. I pulled my revolver 
as quick as I could and began to fire. 
But my aim was not good, for as soon 
as the fellow was thrown and I a t­ 
tempted to stand on my foot I fell. 
“Just about that time one of the 
outposts came running up.

my rescue. 
But in* came too late. He 
said he was but a minute on the way, 
but he wag more than that. It seemed 
to me that we were fighting for ten 
minutes.

Indian bullet struck him.

was in New York, just before the 
United States transport Sheridan sail­ 
ed, he defeated, single handed, a gang 
of toughs who attacked him on the 
wharf. 
One of the number was seri­ 
ously wounded, but the boat sailed 
away before the extent of his injuries 
was known.

The Transvaal dispatch of Aug. 19 
contaius the proposals regarding the 
franchise, which go upon the assum p­ 
tion that Great Britain will agree that 
the present intervention does not con­ 
stitute a precedent and will allow the 
suzerainty question to drop. 
The dis­ 
patch of Aug. 21 m akes tile proposed 
concessions expressly conditional upon 
G reat B ritain’s undertaking not to in­ 
terfere in the future .affairs of 
the 
Transvaal, not to insist upon a further 
assertion of die existence o f,suzerainty 
aud to agree to arbitration. 
The reply of the im perial government, 
dated Aug. 28, declared th at G reat B rit­ 
ain considers that the proposals put fo r­ 
w ard as alternative to those of July 31 
assume the adoption in principle of a 
franchise which will uot be hampered 
by conditions im pairing its usefulness 
aud w hich tfill secure immediate repre­ 
sentation. 
W ith respect to int rvention, the im ­ 
perial note says th at the governm ent 
cannot debar themselves from 
their 
rights under the conventions, nor d i­ 
vest themselves of tile obligations of a 
civilized power to protect its subjects 
abroad from injustice. 
The note concludes by rem inding tile 
Transvaal that other 
m atters 
exist 
w hich tile graut of a political franchise 
will not settle and w hich are uot the 
proper subjects of arbitration, 
These, 
the note declares, it will be necessary to 
settle concurrently w ith the questions 
already under discussion, aud they wall 
form, w ith the question of arbitration, 
proper subjects for the proposed Gape 
Tow n co herence.

The firing capabilities of the new 
high powered 6 inch guns designed for 
future ships of tile United States navy 
and for coast defense batteries have 
Just been determ ined tty calculations 
m ade by M ajor Jam es M. Ingalls. First 
United States artillery, says the New 
York Post. 
M ajor Ingalls finds that 
one of the new 6 inch guns can throw 
a projectile a distance of 14.70 miles. 
The greatest range ever obtained h ith­ 
erto by a piece of ordnance was 12Vi 
miles. 
This latter range w as recorded 
for a 9.45 inch K rupp gun. which was 
fired on tile Meppen range in Germ any 
in 1892. 
Previous to the G erm an long 
distance shot the record w as held by a 
9.2 inch English gun, which w as fired 
at Shoeburyness on the occasion of tile 
Jubilee celebration in 1888. 
M ajor In­ 
galls’ calculations for the new type ti 
Inch gun are based on a muzzle veloc­ 
ity for the projectile of 3,090 foot sec­ 
onds and a w eight of shell of 105 
pounds. 
Tile gun he lays at an angle 
of elevation of 45 degrees. 
T he m axi­ 
mum ordinate, or the culm ination point 
attained by tile shell in its flight, is 
30,549 feet. 
In other words, tile shell 
attain s a height above the muzzle of 
the gun of 30,549 feet. 
The total time 
consumed by the shell in its flight is 
82.5 seconds. 
Major Ingalls has long been identi­ 
fied with tile Artillery School For Offi­ 
cers at Fort Monroe. 
Ile is the officer 
who. previous to the firing of the fa­ 
mous Shoeburyness allot In England. 
made tile closest calculation as to 
where the shell would fall. 
VV bilo 
many foreign officers placed the fall 
of tile projectile at points varying from 
1,500 to 3,0oo yards In rear of where 
the shell actually fell. M ajor (then < ap 
tain) Ingalls’ calculation w as only 150 
yards abort. 
The w onderful part of it 
all is th at in w orking back with the 
actual atm ospheric d ata which pre­ 
vailed at Shoeburyness at tin* mom ent 
of tiring M ajor Ingalls was able to 
place tile shot, by calculation, practl 
tally in the very hole it made. 
T h e lime of 82.5 seconds, which Ma­ 
jor Ingalls says will lie consum ed by 
the flight of a 6 Inch shell, exceeds by 
12.3 seconds th** time occupied by tin* 
G erm an record shot in 1892. 
’I he Ger­ 
man shot. in ranging to a distance of 
12*2 miles, obtained a m axim um height 
of 21.450 feet. 
T he enorm ous muzzle 
velocity of 3.<xm> foot seconds, which 
Major Ingalls uses as a basis for iii'' 
calculations. Is an actuality which lins 
been afforded by the new smokeless 
powder of the United States. 
About 
the best 
velocities obtained abroad 
from 6 Inch guns at present are less 
than 2.80(i foot seconds. 
Tin* new battleship Maine and her 
sisters, Ohio aud Missouri, will (*a<'h 
carry sixteen 0 Inch guns. 
T he 6 inch 
guns used by the A m erican fleet at 
Manila and w hich did such excellent 
service there, require for each gun a 
crew of 12 men. 
It is deemed good 
work if one of the old type t* inch 
guns can m aintain aim ed tire a t the 
rat** of I 1-., shots per minute. 
G eneral­ 
ly speaking, the rate of aim ed tire is 
one shot per minute. 
For the new ti 
Inch guns a rate of nim* shots per 
m inute is recorded, and this rate of 
tire lins been secured, it is declared, by 
a gun h crew numbering only four 
men.

Owing to th** enormous velocities a f­ 
forded by the new s m o k e le s s pow der 
of the United States, the necessity of 
keeping down 
the w eight of navy 
shells in order to Insure flatter tnt 
Jectories no longer exists, and already 
steps ar*- being m ade looking to an 
Increase In the weight of projectiles 
for a num ber <*f naval calibers. 
From 
w hat can be learned, the new weights 
will approxim ate closely to those uow 
employed by the army. 
The navy 8 
Inch gun u se s a 250 pound shell, the 
array 8 Inch gun a BOO pound shell. 
The navy 12 Inch gun em ploys an 850 
pound projectile, as com pared with 
1,050 pounds for the arm y 12 Inch. 
The advantages afforded by the larger 
shell are greater carrying capacity for 
contained explosive and an increased 
energy of Impact on com paratively 
low chn mixer pressures.

One of tho most rem arkable features 
of t h e ’coming universal exhibition at 
Paris will be 
tho gigantic telescope 
with which astronomers in 1900 and 
succeeding years will explore the heav- 
ens. Hitherto merely vagus ideas have 
been formed in regard to this great 
siderostat, which Is of such deep intel 
est to tile scientific world, but the other 
day tile writer chaliced to meet M. Eu 
gene Autouiadi, assistant astronomy 
of the Juvisy observatory, who, with 
great courtesy, placed at the disposal 
of tile New York Tribune such facts 
and information as will present a p r e 
cise and accurate description of this 
marvelous instrument. 
It was at (tie initiative of M. Fran 
eoiso Deionele, minister plenipotentia­ 
ry in tile French diplomatic service 
th at a group of am ateur astronomers 
decided to devise for the International 
exhibition an instrument of exception­ 
al dimensions and power, far exceed­ 
ing anything before attempted. 
With 
this end in view, it was determined to 
give the object glass a diameter of 1.25 
meters, or 49.2 im bes—that is, 9.2 inch­ 
es more than that of the celebrated 
Yerkes glass at Williams Bay, Wis., 
aud 13.2 inches larger than that of the 
Lick telescope at 
Mount Hamilton, 
Cal. 
In order to utilize such au aper­ 
ture to the best advantage and espe­ 
cially to check as far as possible the 
obnoxious cheet of chromatic aberra­ 
tion it woe decided riot to subordinate, 
as usual, the optical work to mechanic­ 
al difficulties by a reduction of the fo­ 
cal distance, but boldly to give the tube 
the enormous length of 50 meters, or 
nearly 200 feet. 
I o mount such an instrument on an 
ordinary equatorial foot would lie prac­ 
tically impossible, for, to say nothing 
of the tremendous weight of the tulle 
and the consequent instability aud 
flexures to which 
it 
would be ex­ 
posed, the dome destined to protect it 
Ought to have a diam eter of at least 
2lo feet, or 72 feet larger than the 
cupola cd st. Peter's in Home, and 103 
feet mort than the dome of St. Sophia 
at Constantinople. 
Hut this is not all. 
Owing to the apparent diurnal swing 
ol the heavens around tin* polar stur, 
tin* dome ought during observation to 
be in constant motion, so as to have 
Its opening always in front of the 
Object glass, moving with a velocity of 
53 feet an hour.

'I he fixed tube* of the* great Paris re- 
tleetor is cd steel, Very slightly less 
than u.I inch thick and weighs some* 21 
tons. 
Its diameter is 59 iuehes. The 
cylinder is formed of 24 separate parts, 
screwed together, aud rests on eight 
cast iron supports, placed on eight 
stone pillars 
In order to facilitate ex­ 
pansion by heat, the supports can glide 
on a system of rails attached to the 
piers. 
There are two obJe*ct glasses, the one 
for visual observations, the other being 
reserved for photographic work. Each 
glass weighs 1,000 pounds. 
They are 
both mounted on a truck gliding along 
a railway, thus allowing of their easy 
transfer In front of the tube*. The eye­ 
piece Is also movable on a railway, and 
the focussing Is effected by a screw 
CO Inches loug. uniting the two tubes. 
Should the m irror of the siderostat not 
perfectly follow the object under ecru* i 
tiny, theu the corrections In right, as­ 
cension and declination eau be made j 
without difficulty from the eyepiece 
end by a most ingenious contrivance. 
The siderostat proper, which weighs 
some 45 tons, consists cf a huge brass 
foot, measuring 2d foci in length and 
as mu* h in height and resting on a 
marble pier. The diameter of the great

It was no easy task to grind and 
polish the surfaces of the Colossal mir­ 
ror and of the two object glasses. 
Here new methods had to be devised. 
lite plane figure of the mirror has 1 
been obtained by the molar action of 
two Mat metallic sliders. 
M. Mantois I 
used the same process in grinding the 
object glasses, with this difference,' 
however, that, owing to the curved 
surfaces to be given to the lenses, the 
sliders, instead of being straight, had 
the curvature of tile disks. 
The rec­ 
tilineal motion of the system thus 
gave rise to a cylindrical section on 
the glass which, however, iu virtue of 
the revolution of the lenses on their 
axis, was transform ed iuto a spherical 
surface. 
The light grasping power of the 
Paris telescope, as compared with that 
of the most powerful instrument now’ 
in existence (the Yerkes glass) ought 
to be as three is to two. 
But this will 
not be the case, owing chiefly to the 
presence of the glass mirror of the 
siderostat. Under a vertical incidence, 
mercury itself does not reflect more 
than bl per cent of the incident light, 
uud here lies the gain iu favor of the 
Yerkes telescope. 
The accurate figur­ 
ing, moreover, of disks of such enor­ 
mous size as those of the great French 
telescope is beset with formidable, if 
not quite insuperable, difficulties, and 
we have some reasons for doubting 
that the optical surfaces will be a suc­ 
cess. 
Another point which will tell 
heavily against the performance of 
the giant will be its rather disadvan­ 
tageous location in the midst of a vast 
industrial city uud a t a height of bare- 
LAI feet above the sea level, con­ 
trasting in these particulars so unfa­ 
vorably with the pure air, sereue skies 
aud high altitudes of our great Ameri­ 
can observatories. 
We are apt to for­ 
get too readily that we are actually 
living in the bottom of a dense aerial 
ocean, in which currents of various 
tem peratures and densities are con­ 
tinually stream ing in all directions. 
The greater the height we rise above 
tho sea level, the clearer the a ir we 
get, though we eau under no circum­ 
stances shake the yoke of atmospheric 
tremors. 
When scanning the heavens 
with the naked eye or an opera glass, 
the obnoxious effect of these undula­ 
tions does uot make itself felt.

the physical appearance of a planet 
with It. we will notice Hint the quality 
of the Image is not alw ays the same 
and that occasionally it is positively 
bad.

Favorable to Sheep and Cattle liais­ 
ing on Kadiak Inland. 
F. V. Coville, one of the botanists of 
the agricultural department, lias just 
returned 
to 
Washington 
after two 
mouths spent In scientific research Iii 
Alaska, says the St. Louis GIobe-Dem- 
ocrat. 
Mr. Coville was a member of 
the party which E. ll. Harriman, the 
railroad magnate of New York, took to 
Alaska. The party left Seattle May 31 
ami returned Aug. I. 
They went ou a 
chanelled steamer and explored all the 
Islands and western coast of Alaska as 
far north as the Arctic ocean. 
“ We gathered an enormous amount 
of material, which will take about a 
year to get in shape for publication,’’ 
said Mr. Coville, “but one of the most 
interesting facts that I noted is the 
possibility of sheep and cattle raising 
In Alaska, especially sheep raising. On 
Kadiak island, which contains about 
8,000,000 acres, I found that the grass 
grew to the height of two feet and 
would furnish excellent grazing for 
sheep aud cattle. 
“The mercury seldom goes below 
zero, and men who live on the Island 
have for years raised small flocks of 
sheep for their own use. and the sheep 
wintered without any other food than 
that which they picked up. The snow­ 
fall not being heavy, the sheep were

Elaborate Preparations For the 
Admiral’s Home Coming. 


KEW YOKE'S GREATEST RECEPTION

u bother considered from a patriotic 
or commercial standpoint or both, the 
coming Dewey celebration will be the 
greatest event of the kind in New 
l’ork city, if not in the country. 
Be­ 
fore it even the great triumphal home 
comings of the Bornan conquerors of 
historic times will pale into insignifi­ 
cance, says the New York Herald. 
While Scipio and Caesar and Augus­ 
tus and the rest of that group dazzled 
their countrymen on their return from 
victorious w ars with long retinues of 
hostages, slaves and captured leaders 
of the so called barbarians whose col­ 
ors they had lowered, and Rome held 
games ami feasts iii honor of their 
proud achievements, yet the old timers 
had little conception of the splendor 
and brilliance which mark in modern 
times the ovations a great 
nation 
gives its heroes. 
In the case of Ad­ 
miral Dewey, judging from the elab­ 
orate preparations now being rushed 
to ompletlon In New York city espe­ 
cially, even the great W ashington cen­ 
tennial inauguration celebration of a 
decade ago will be, in point of bril­ 
liance and splendor, as the flickering 
light of a candle to the dazzling efful­ 
gence of incandescent lamps. 
The Washington centennial, which 
bas hitherto held the palm for cele­ 
brations of this kind, was estimated to 
have cost about $2,000,000 in round 
numbers. 
A decorator who has been 
actively engaged iu business in New 
York for a quarter of a century said 
the other day that, in his opinion, the 
expenditures in New York alone for 
decorations by day, illuminations by 
night ami festivities in general in hon­ 
or of the hero of .Manila hay will easi­ 
ly be three times as much, or $6,000,- 
OCK). 
"No such enthusiasm iu this re­ 
spect,” he said, “has ever been arous­ 
ed. 
The $150,000 that the city will 
spend officially is a mere bit in com­ 
parison with the aggregate that pri­ 
vate citizens ami corporations will lay 
out In honor of the admiral. 
Every 
decorating"establishment in the city 
Is simply overwhelmed with orders 
for work for the occasion. 
The un­ 
usual feature t Ii is year is that the 
decorations of private houses, office 
buildings, 
hotels, 
clubs 
and 
even 
churches will lie practically unlimited. 
Hitherto It has been customary to 
decorate 
only 
such 
dwellings 
and 
places ct business as were on the line 
of parade. 
There will be no such lim- 
Itation this year, aud not only will 
buildings be decorated all over the 
city proper, but all the boroughs art 
making preparations that would have 
been the case if each one of them, aud 
not .Manhattan, was to be the special 
theater of the great even t 
“Orders for decorating stores, offices 
and dwellings, moreover, are being 
given with 
unheard of prodigality. 
The 
prosperity 
which 
everybody 
feeeins to be enjoying is apparently a 
great factor In the patriotic desires 
of the people generally to show their 
pride In the achievements of Dewey 
and his men and ships. 
It looks to 
ns in the business of decorating as if 
the event will create a high w’ater 
mark that will stand for m auy genera­ 
tions.” 
The largest sums will probably be 
spent by the big insurance companies, 
hotels and clubs.

“ she is getting to be a regular tire 
eater, but I don’t believe she is half 
as bloodthirsty as she talks. 
I do 
think I hit the fellow, but there is no 
way to prove it. 
“Well, I was on the defensive in an 
instant, but did not have time to draw 
my revolver before he made a lunge 
at me and was within arm s length.

I was sure lie had a revolver, 
for he tired point blank at me, and I 
don’t see why he did not get me.
